The Sentiment in New York State Is 
Practically Unanimous 


MN SUPPORT OF DEMOCRACY’S FAVORITE 


Thirteen of Fourteen Assembly Dis- 
tricts Have Declared for Hill. 


THEY PASS RED-HOT RESOLUTIONS. 


The Political Situation in the Empire State 
Accurately Photographed—The Re- 
form Club and Mugwumps.

‘New Yorx, February 9.—[Special.]}—The 
-democracy of the state of New York is falling 
enthusiastically in line for Hill, and heis 
sweeping everything. 

It is plain from the resolutions passed and 
the delegates selected so far that the state con- 
vention will be substantially unanimous for 
Senator Hill for president, and that the dele- 
gates will be of his choice. It will hardly be 
necessary for him to have a unit rule adopted 
to secure for himself the unanimous vote of 
the seventy-two delegates to the national] con- 
vention from New York. The only county 
convention of the nine aiready held that is 
hostile to Senator Hill is the Essex county con- 
vention, where Smith M. Weed controlled. 
Mr. Weed has been unfriendly to Mr. Hill 
ever since Mr. Hill was chosen senator. That 
is the only opposition, outside of Albany and 
Genesee counties, that has developed within 
the party organization. | 

County convention after county convention 
has passed resolutions endorsing Senator Hill 
for president, and instructing their delegates 
at the state convention toact forhim. The 
expression is practically unanimous. The big 
counties of New York, Kings and Erie have 
not as yet held their primaries, but they are 
all together. Never since the time of Tilden 
has the democratic organization throughout 
the state been so unanimous. Thirty-one of 
the thirty-four congress districts are for Hill. 

The interest being taken is greater than 
has been known in many -years. The 
stateeof New York is divided into 128 
assembly districts. Each assembly district 
selects three delegates to the state convention, 
making 384 delegates when in convention 
assembled. The selection of the delegates has 
commenced. The counties of Chemung, 
Columbia, Essex, Jensselaer, Rockland, 
Schenectady, Steuben, Ontario and Oswego 
bave been heard from and out of fourteen as- 
sembly districts thirteen have elected Hill 
delegates to the state convention. 

Allthrough the agricultural districts the 
democratic farmers are strongly in favor of 
the nomination of David B. Hill for president. 

Ontario’s Resolutions. 

In Ontario county the enthusiasm for Sena- 
tor Hill was unbounded. The mention of his 
name was the signal for repeated outbursts of 
applause, and so great was the enthusiasm 
that the folidwing resotutions were unani- 
mously adopted: 

Whereas, The democracy of Ontario connty, in 
convention assembled, believing that success in 
the coming presidential campaign can only be 
attained by the nomination of a statesman who 
has repeatedly demonstrated his ability to carry 
the state of New York, and recognizing in the per- 


sonality of David B. Hill a leader of unblemished ° 


character, of strict honor, of unequaled capacity 
and unquestioned democracy, one, who, during 
his seven years’ term as governor, has led the 
party to great and continued victories, and as a 
final triumph rescued both branches of the legis- 
ture, thereby intrenching the democracy in ab- 
solute control of the state; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the delegales selected to repre- 
tent Ontario county at the state convention be, 
and are hereby, instructed to vote only for such 
delegates to the national convention us shall be 
pledged to the support of the Gandidacy of , Sen- 

“ator David B. Hill for the nomination for pres- 
ident. 

This enthusiasm runs through the length 
and breadth ‘of the state,’ notwithstanding the 
fact that on Thursday of this week the much 
advertised anti-Hill demonstration is to be 
made at Cooper Union, in New York city. It 
is not believed that the ‘uprising’ will de- 
velop any alarming proportions. 

Will Reward a Faithful Servant. 

The popularity of Senator Hill is strong. 
His services to the state have been so great, 
his democracy so unquestioned, that it is be- 
lieved that the party will stick to the sound 
doctrine of its name, and not for an instant do 
aught to embarrass the great political leader 
of the day, whose proudest boast is that he isa 
democrat. 

The Cleveland followers and the mug- 
wumps have such a small share of the popular 
favor that their influence will have no ma- 
terial bearing upon the outcome of the selec- 
tion of a solid Hill delegation. The interest 
being taken in the interior of the state is in- 
licative of the popular feeling. 

‘The action of the counties of New York and 

Kings is awaited with a considerable degree 
of interest. New York will send seventy-two 
delegates and Kings thirty-six. Those two 
counties will show Cleveland’s strength and 
what claim he has upon popular favor. 

Oswego county has just elected a solid Hill 
delegation and adopted resolutions eulogistic 
of Senator Hill. 

Schenectady Enthusiastic for Hill. 


Scnenectapy, N. Y., February 9.—The 
Schenectady county democrats are enthusias- 
ticfor David B. Hill as their presidential 
Choice. Cleveland’s name was not mentioned 
in the convention in any form, and the dele- 
gates selected were known as rock-ribbed Hill 
nen in this county. 

Most of the delegates present were farmers 
from interior parts of the county, and they un- 
hesitatingly stated that the early state conven- 
tions met with their approval, because they 
could better attend them.than in their busy 
spring months. As one delegate aptly ex- 

ressed it: “Those New York city kid-glove 

ickers have time to go to conventions every 
day in the year, but we are restricted to only 
those seasons of the year when our time is not 
80 actively employed.’’ 

The delegates elected to the state convention 
are out-and-out Hill men. 

Judge E. D. Cutler, practically the leader 
of the democracy in this county, says that he 
has no sympathy whatever with this factional 
Opposition to an early state convention. 


“It isnot only senseless,’ he said, ‘‘but ab- 


surd, and goes to prove the shrewdness of 
Senator Hill in having a convention so early 
as to draw out the full strength of the opposi- 
tion. The gentlemen in New York who are so 
active in their efforts to oppose Senator Hill’s 
presidential aspirations forget that state con- 
ventions were held in January and February 
in 1860 and 1864, and ordered by such eminent 
leaders of the party as Peter Cagger, William 
Cassidy, Samuel J. Tilden and John Bigelow. 
Nobody objected then to February conven- 
ons, and I tail to see any vaiid or political 
reason to object to the present early conven- 
tion. I have asked nearly all the leadin 

democrats in Py county as to how they stan 

on this early Convention idea, and they unani-

mously approve it. As you will notice in our 
convention today, all the delegates present 
favored the February date.” 

Not one of the delegates favored Cleveland’s 
candidacy. Whenever the name of David B. 
 * was mentioned the convention hall rang 
with cheers, and it was the most enthusiastic 
district convention that has been held here for 
years. 

Hill Men from Rockland County. 

Nyack, N. Y., February 9.—The democratic 
district convention to elect delegates to the 
state convention was the most enthusiastic 
convention known in the history of the county. 
Fully 800 democrats were at the convention. 
The delegates elected are ironclad Hill men.

THE TRUE INWARDNESS 


Of the Kick of the Mugwumps Against 
the State Convention. — 

New Yorxk, February 9.—[Special.]—The 
mugwump kick against an early convention in 
this state continues to be misunderstood in 
other parts of the country, and for that reason 
is receiving more or less serious attention. 
Here where the true inwardness of the move- 
ment is fully understood it is 
regarded merely as a joke, except by 
the organ of the mugwuamps and _ another 
newspaper, which, elaiming to be democratic, 
always opposes the action of the party man- 
agers and committees in order that it can 
claim to be independent. , 

This mugwump kick is not against an early 
convention—that much has been openly ad- 
mitted by the leaders of the movement. It is 
an effort on the part of the personal friends of 
Grover Cleveland toconvince the country that 
he hasa following in New York and can 
divide the party. It is a clever hit of political 
word, as politics go, but it has very little 
chance of success. It is more likea disorgan- 
ized, unarmed mob howling at a well-drilled 
army than anything else. The democratic 
party in New York is well organized and the 
party is for Hill. These howlers are outside 
the organization and they are for Cleveland. 

The Reform Club, of this city, which is 
backing the anti-Hill. movement, is a very 
pleasant social organization, but it has 

Never Reformed Anything. 

It is a club where fashionable mugwumps, 
—silk-hatters, they are called—meet for 
monthly and annual dinners. The members 
are all rich and the dinners are good. The 
wines are old and = ~rare and  ~»put 
the members in humor to listen 
patiently to the free trade speeches that always 
follow the dinners. The club has been organ- 
ized several years, and is modeled after the 
Cobden Club of England. The ostensible pur- 
pose of the organization was to reform the 
tariff in particular and American politics in 
general. Mugwumps and free traders were 
not so numerous when the club was 
organized, and in order not. to appear 
extreme it was called the Reform Club. The 
club has led asort of negative existence. It 
has never been very positive about anything. 
It may have reformed the habits of some of its 
members and given them a taste for better 
dinners and better wines, but it has never re- 
formed anything else. 

The other element interested in the 
Cleveland movement are the mugwumps 
who held office under him and hope 
to get office again should he. be 
elected. Some of these men who are now 
howling loudest about being pure democrats 
and opposed to Hillism were leaders of the 
county democracy in the election last Novem- 
ber and 

Made Open Deals with the Republicans 
in several assembly districts by which the 
votes of their organization were given to Fas- 
sett if return for republican votes for their 
local candidates. They boasted of this at the 
time, but now they claim to be pure demo- 
crats. 

There are very few, if any, of the men en- 
gaged in this movement who do not hold their 
personal ambition and their worship of Grover 
Cleveland above the best interests of the dem- 
ocratic party. 


WOULD NOT SUPPORT CLEVELAND, 


Even if He Were Nominated—What North 
Carolina Alliancemen Say. 


RALEIGH, N.C., February 9.—[Special.]— 
Today State Auditor Sanderlin returned from 
the southeastern part of the state and was in- 
terviewed, as it was learned he had some im- 
portant news regarding the feeling of the al- 
liance toward Cieveland. He says he saw the 
master of the suballiance, who, aftera. meet- 
ing, at which sixty-six members were present, 
called upon them before theyleft the hall to 
state as to how many of them would vote 
against Cleveland if he were nominated. The 
sixty-six arose as one man. At another sub- 
alliance the same inquiry was madeand all 
again rose. The auditor, who isa leading al 
lianceman, said: 

“T tell you it will handicap every demo- 
cratic speaker if Cleveland is nominated. I 
will go farther and say thatthe alliance will 
not vote for Cleveland, and that his nomina- 
tion will cost the democrats the electoral vote 
of North Carolina. 


Jasper for Hill. 


JASPER, Ga., February 9.—[Special.]—Your 
correspondent interviewed about one dozen of 
the most prominent democrats in Jasper as to 
their preference for president.

The Losses Will Amount to $1,000,000. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., February 9.—Twenty-eight in- 
surance men, representing foreign companies, are 
busy this afternoon compiling their losses by last 
night’s fire. The total loss by fire, as faras known 
at present, isat least nine hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars, and the number of smaller 
losses yet to be reported will make the loss reach 
$1,000,000. Of the insurance on the buildings to- 
tally destroyed, $748,000 is in foreign, and $95,000 
in local companies. It will be some time before

WILL COME UP TODAY. 


A Free Coinage Test in the Committee 
This Morning. : 


MR, BLAND HAS PREPARED A MEASURE 


And It Will Be Reported Favora- 
bly to the House, 


AND WILL SURELY PASS THAT BODY. 


Chances Are That the Senate Will Do 
Likewise—But When It Goes to the 
White House ,How Will It Fare? 


WASHINGTON, February 9.— The house 
committee on coinage, weights and. meéas- 
ures will yote upon the question of free 
coinage tomorrow morning. Mr.. Bland 
has prepared a free coinage bill which the 
committee will report favorably. The voting 
will stand, if all the members are present, 
eightin favor of the bill and five against it. 
The bill provides for the free coinage of all 
silver presented at the mint to the amount of 
$10 or more. | 

It provides that the holder of bullion can 
take coin‘or certificates payable in ‘‘coin,” 
which means payable in either gold or silver: 
and thus place gold and silver upon a parity. 
The bill provides that the stahdard silver dol- 
lar shall contain 4124 grains, but there is 
further provisions that if there should be an 
international silver conference and France and 
other countries should be willing to enter into 
an agreement for free coinage the world over, 
that the number of grains contained in the 
standard silver dollar, if France insists upon 
it, may be reduced to 400 grains, which is the 
unit now adopted by the French government. 

What Would the President Do? 

Mr. Bartine, of Nevada, a republican mem- 
ber of the committee, says that if this Dill 
passes, and it is certain to pass jthe house, that 
the president would not dare to vetoit. Not- 
withstanding his declaration to the contrary. 
He says, should Mr. Harrison veto this bill, 
the republican party would lose several west- 
ern states, and no one is more cognizant of this 
fact than the president himself. Whether or 
not this be true, it is certain that nothing on 
earth can now prevent the house from passing 
a free coinage bill within the next thirty days. 
The chances are that the senate will do like- 
wise, and then the president will be placed in 
a position where he will have to either sign or 
veto the measure. 

The “Futures” Bill. 

The house committee on agriculture has 
devoted several days to hearings on the bill 
to prevent dealings in options and futures. 
Boards of trade and cotton and produce ex- 
changes of all the leading cities have had 
delegations here arguing before the com- 
mittee against the bill. While the present 
bill drawn by Mr. Hatch is a very imperfect 
measure, still the majority of the committee 
favor a bill of some sort, that will accomplis}>« 
the desired object, and the chances are a Dix 
of this kind will be reported within a tew 
weeks. It will perhaps pass the house, but ft 
is not believed such a measure could ever go 
through the senate. 

There is a considerable number of democratic 
meinbers of the house who are favorable to 
silver but who would prefer, for political rea- 
sons, that the party should not now be com- 
mitted to free coinage. Most of these mem- 
bers would vote for free coinage if the question 
came equarely to an issue, but some of them 
say they would welcome any plan to avoid 
raising the direct issue at this session. 

The plan for an international monetary con- 
ference finds considerable favor, and some 
democrats opposed to free silver believe that, 
by this or some other plan, the question of free 
coinage will be put aside fora time. Demo- 
cratic advocates of silver expect alarge ma- 
jority for free coinage ona direct test vote, and 
believe they can ge | a free coinage bill under 
any circumstances. In addition tothe large 
number of democrats regarded ascertain to 
vote forany motion in the interest of free 
coinage, the solid vote of the Farmers’ Alliance 
members is reckoned on, and also the votes of 
from seven to eleven republican members. 
Ten of the republican members in the present 
house voted for the free coinage bill at the 
last session, and Mr. Jolley, of South Dakota, 
a new member, is also counted for free silver 
coinage. Seven out of these eleven are re- 
garded as certain to vote for free coinage on 
ali occasions. 

What Congress Did. 

The bouse adopted a resolution directing the 
committee on banking and currency to make 
inguiry as tothe failure of the Keystone and 
Spring Garden banks, of Philadelphia, and 
the Maverick bank of Boston. 

Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, offered a resolu- 
tion directing the judiciary committee to in- 
quireinto the right of the secretary of the 
treasury toemploy the $100,000,000 gold re- 
serve for current expenditures. 

Mr. Powers, Of Vermont, from the judiciary 
committee, called up and tle house passed the 
bil) introduced by Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, 
placing the secretary of agriculture in the line 
of presidential succession after the secretary 
of the interior. 

Mr. Bynum, from the same committee, 
called up the bill abolishing the minimum 
punishment for violation of internal revenue 
laws. It also directs that no warrant shall be 
issued in internal revenue cases upon an affi- 
davit making charges upon information and be- 
jief unless made by certain official persons. 

An Interstate Decision, 

The interstate commerce commission today, 
in an opinion by Commissioner Veazey, an- 
nounced its decision in favor of the complain- 
ant in the case of Charles P. Perry against the 
Florida Central and Peninsular Railroad#Com- 
pany and other roads forming the Atlantic 
Coast Dispatch line. 

Colonel Moses received a telegram from the 
citizens of West Point today that they had rea- 
son to believe that the postmaster general in- 
tended toappoint the noturious negro politi- 
cian, Curtis Bell, postmaster at that place. 
The telegram further stated that a protest had 
been mailed, signed by nearly all the citizens of 
West Point,of both parties, protesting.

He grows stronger each day 
and is, in fact, as well. now as before his 
illness, 

The house has commenced rushing business 
now and will continue to do so until adjourn- 
ment, which is expected early.

DEFENDING THE BUSINESS. 


Protest of the New York Exchange Against 
the Anti-Options Bill. 
WASHINGTON, February 9.—The views of the 
New York produce exchange in regard to the pro- 
posed legislation against the sale of options were 
presented to the house committee on agriculture 


today by Henry B, Nieland, who read the protest | 


of that exchange against the passage of the bil. 
The protest states that the exchange heartily 
approves of the 
uré defining option. The evils  aris- 
in from  tradin in options, as there 
definea, were well and any legislation 
which would repress such a practice would be wel- 
come. Butthe billin section 2 proposes to re- 
strict trading in futures, which was a very <differ- 
ent form of trading, and which included contracts 
which were continually used by all classes of mer- 
chants and dealers and bankers, who were dealing 
in the products mentioned in section 3 in a per- 
fectly legitimate way. 

In all future contracts of the exchange the 
actual value of the article sold was provided for, 
and that wag the basis on which the contract 
rested. The seller was oblized to deliver, and the 
buyer to take the delivery of the product when the 
time named in the contract came. Any inter- 
ference by legislation with the laws governing

trade should only be made when gross abuses | 


sought rectification. 

laws that had been successful in eocernne 
trade had been the outgrowth of many trials an 
some failures. Such laws grew with trade cus- 
toms, and such custums had never been the result 
of legislation. Business done in futures was a 
piece of machinery for moving tne products of 
the country, as far superior to the old methods of 
doing the same, as railroads are ahea‘l of wagons, 
or elevators of half-bushel measures. 

Would Buin the Entire System. 

The remedies proposed by the bill for an illegit- 
imate method of trading in futures would involve 
in ruin the entire system under which the 
legitimate business of the various exchanges was 
prosecuted, It was asserted by some that dealing 
in futures was always disastrous to the producer, 
but as much might be said in the op- 
posite direction; that in the long run the 
farmer who used dealings with futures to market 
his own product and that alone, would be the 
gainer by seizing those opportunities that now 
and again occurred under this system. By this 
system of dealing in futures, benefits were con- 
ferred upon the farmer, hog-packer, mil- 
ler, merchant, exporter of grain, exporter 
of provisions and banker and_ capitalist, 

The unsettlement of our commercial relations 
with other countries must be disastrous to all 
conccrned in them, and to none more than to the 
farmer whose skill and labor produce a liveli- 
hood for himself and those dependent on him, and 
avast addition to the wealth of the nation of 
which he is a citizen. 

They Are Not Gamblers. 

In conclusion Mr. Nieland said that the passage 
of the bill would humiliate every produce ex- 
change in the country. It would put the mem- 
bers of those exchanges in the attitude of gam- 
blers. They were not gamblers. Men who had 
embarked their fortunes in the transaction of 
business between the producer and consumer 
were a8 competent to handle these questions as 
any one could be. The bill was class legislation, 
and he hoped that the committee would také that 
fact into consideration.

Cotton Men Talk. 

Mr. C. W. Ide, of the New York cotton exchange, 
made an argument against the bill. The interest 
of his institution, he said, was in great peril; 
private interests were imperilled; the planter was 
in peri]; the spinner was in peril; every one 
interested in the growing or manufacture of cot- 
ton was in peril from the passage of this measure. 

This proposition was second in importance only 
to the tariff bill, because it affected the price of 
every product mentioned in the third section of 
the bill. It was nottair tothe cotton exchange 
to permit it to address the committee for but one 
hour. He would like to have a special committee 
to investigate this question. He could show that 
committee the storehouses in Liverpool and 
Bremen packed with cotton. 

He could show them mills of New England over- 
stocked with cotton. The decline in the price of 
cotton was due to the large supply,and yet the gen- 
tleman said that the whole trouble was to be found 
in dealing in futures. The future system had the 
effect of bolstering prices because it attracted 
gc oy 

fice President Goss, of the New York cotton 
exchange, read a protest signed by a number of 
New York bankers against the proposed legisla- 
tion. He then went onto argue that to abolish 
the future system would be of no advantage to the 
producer, and would result in most violent fluctu- 
ations in the value of products. To abolish futures 
would be to do away with one of the most essential 
principles of modern trade. 

The system of futures prevented depression in 
the price of produce in timesof overproduction, 
because it enabled capital totake up the surplus, 
rey ing upon events which would repay it for the 
risk. 


HARMONY THE REMEDY. 


Democrats of Louisiana Recognize the 
Danger Ahead. 

NEW ORLEANS, February 9.—Ex-Governor Mc- 
Enery has written to Colonel A. Crandall, sug- 
gesting that asthe condition of the democratic 
party in Louisiana is critical, an offer be nade to 
the Foster alliance combine to jointhe McEnery- 
ites in withdrawing all the present candidates for 
state officers and begin over again for the sake of 
unity and to defeat the republicans, although he 
knows his faction is in the majority. Mr. Crandall 
has addressed a letter to the chairman of the 
Foster alliance combine suggesting that a com- 
mittee meet the McEneryites in jdint State execu- 
tive committee and arrange forjnew white pri- 
maries no later than March 15th to elect delegates 
to a fresh state «democratic convention. The 
Foster side has declined to recogniz: Crandall as 
“chairman of the executive committee of the 
democratic party,” as he signed himself.

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Tragedy in Mississippi.

| HERE'S A BIG SCHEME 


A Chicago Paper Claims to Have Dis- 
covered and Exposed 


TO CONTROL ALL THE ALLIANCE STORES 


Several Prominent Alliancemen Said 
to Be Interested. 


WHERE THE DEAL WAS CONSUMMATED, 


And Who Were Present—An Attempt to 
Get the Endorsement of the Con- 
vention on the 22d Instant. 


Cxicaao,February 9.—The Inter-Ocean pub- 
lishes tomorrow a two-columh expose of a 
scheme whereby the National cordage trast, 
through connivance with a number of leading 
alliance officials, is attempting to get control 
of not only all the present alliance stores in the 
country, but 4,000 additional ones the trust 
proposes starting. Statements are made by D. 
M. Fullwiler, business agent for the alliance 
in Lllinois; E. E. Whipple, of the Whipple 
harrow, St. Johns, Mich., and William Deering 
& Sons, of Chicago, that place certain prom- 
inent alliance leaders in a compromising posi- 


tion. 

Alonzo Wardall, member of the national 
executive committee of the Farmers’ Alliance 
and Industrial Union, admits, so The Inter- 
Ocean says, that he is hired by the National 
Union Company agency, through which the 
cordage company is operating, and also ad- 
mitted to E. E. Whipple that he thought the 
National Cordage Company was behind, or 
largely interested in the National union, as he 
(Wardall) knew that Waterbury, the National 
cordage president, gave his check to the 
Union company last summer for $125,000, and 
he (Wardal!l) had it in his possession several 
days, showing tht boys while they were in 
New York last June. 

This June meeting referred to was a secret 
one the national union had called of all state 
alliance business agents it bad induced into the 
scheme, that company paying all expenses. 

Macune Is Mentioned. 

At this meeting, Macune, chairman of the 
national executive committee and editor of 
The National Economist; Coffin, state busi- 
ness agent for the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association of Illinois; George G. Close, state 
agent of Dakota; Alonzo Wardall, Cole, presi- 
dent of the Michigan alliance, and various 
agents for a dozen other states were all pres- 
ent and in sympathy with the scheme and 
Wardall'’s statement to Whipple. All were 
conversant with the relation of the National 
cordage trust to that scheme. 

It is also stated that Whipple has a letter 
from L. Waterbury, president of the National 
Cordage Company, stating that they were 
largely interested in the union company, and 
highly recommending it. 
scheme that has appealed so powerfully to 
the alliance agents is the commission of one- 
half of one per cent allowed to each state 
agent for all goods sold in his territory. 

Preparing for a Big Sweep. 

It is claimed that the National Union Com- 
pany is preparing to capture the St. Louis con- 
ference on the 22d and get an endorsement. 
This will be strongly opposed by many alli- 
ancemen and some of the strongest papers in 
the organization whom the National Union 
people could not control. A special report 
from Dun’s agency is published showing that 
on October 28, 1891, the company had not 
made a satisfactory showing. H. H. Balch, 
the president, is charged with being a former 
lobbyist for the National Cordage Company at 
Washington. 


TILDEN'S BIRTHDAY. 


Celebration by the Greystone Club--Letter 
from Mr. Cleveland. 

Denver, Col., February 9.—The eloquence 
and logic of western democracy gushed forth 
in ample and brilliant tide at a banquet given 
by the Greystone Club in honor of Samuel J.

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF TILLMAN’S RACE.

It Is Said to Involve the Senatorial Suc- 
cession and Is Being W orked by the 
Anti-Tillmanites to Theat End.

Your correspondent, in passing through 
South Carolina, between Coiumbia and Au- 
gusta, concluded he would havea talk with 
what seemed tobe a representative farmer. 
There is great excitement in this state, es- 
pecially along: the railroad lines, and among 
the towns and cities on account of the effort to 
defeat Governor Tillinau. The farmers seem 
to be disheartened and very reticent when 1t 
comes to talking politics. 

There was a ta!], good Jooking, and intelli- 
gent looking farmer on the train. I approached 
him, and asked him if he would frankly tell 
me the situation as he could sce it. From 
what follows you wi!! see that he was indeed a 
thinking and intelligent man. 

“To start with,” he said, “Iwasa Tillman 
man and did all I conid toelect himin 1890. 
He has made us a good governor, and all this 
talk about his friends going back on him is all 
bosh. In some counties there are men opposed 
tohim who were for him last year, and who 
are now ‘intiuenced by local reasons. The 
farmers are going to stand by him, and mark 
my words, he is going to be re-elected, it don’t 
matter who comes out. That little game that 
the newspaper editors are trying to play won’t 
work. 

‘‘Haven’t you noticed that the three papers 
of the state which have been abusing him, 
claiming that he can be easily beaten and that 
he would be beaten, have been meeting in 
Columbia and fixing up slates. Ifyou haven't 
T’ll tell you all about it. Their plan now is to 
first abuse him. get the neople against him and 
then run ex-Governor Sheppard against him. 
Sheppard is only pulling the chestnuts out of 
the tire for some one else. [don’tthink they 

intend for him to be elected and don’t care 
whether he is elected or not. Tillman must 
either be beaten this year or they are afraid he 
will bethe next United States senator. If 
Sheppard runs and is defeated then be has 
been of great advantage toa certain aspirant 
for the United States senate by helping to 
elect a few state senators who will hold over 
and vote in December, 1894, for General But- 
ler’s successor. If hie is elected the supposition 
is that his aspirations don’t go farther than to 
be governor twice, tiiat isin ‘92 and ’9, and 
he would not be a cnaudidate for the United 

-States senate. liis coming out now is 
to keep all others cut, because, if some 
other man would coine out and defeat Tillman 
(if that is possible), he would bea lion in the 
state, and would be re-elected in 1894 and all 
the politicians in the state could not hinder 
him from being the next United States sena- 
tor. 

“Then you think this is a senatorial race and 
not a race for governor’?”’ 

“Why, certainly. That is exactly what I 
am talking about. Tie eiection of Sheppard 
means the election of General Butier, as I see 
it, in December, 18\\1, to the United States 
senate. They think they are fooling the alli- 
ance, but the alliance, in proportion, has 
about as much brains 23 any organization ever 
in this state, and to prove this I need only 
refer to its prominent leaders, Colonel W. J. 
Talbert, and its active and brainy president, 
Colonel J. William Stokes. The alliance 
may not elect Tillman as United States sena- 
tor but they are not ready to say that a man 
who is unfriendly to them shall pull the wool 
over their eyes in this way just now.”

TALLAPOOSA GROWS. 


The Reason Explained by Facts and 
Figures. 


A FAIR AND CONSERVATIVE SHOWING, 


It Grows Because It Has Thirteen 
Big Industries, and the Number 
Keeps Increasing. 


TALLAPOOSA, Ga., February 9.—[Specia] 
Correspondence.}|—Did it ever occur to the 
readers of Tuk CONSTITUTION that almost 
any large plantation in Georgia is an eligible 
site for a town? 

Well, itis a fact. Our state is so rich in 
varied resources and so well equipped with 
natural advantages that it is a pliysical impos- 
sibility to find within her confines a considera- 
ble area of real estate that does not treasure in 
its bosom the dormant properties for an active 
town. With genial climate, pure water and 
reasonable railroad facilities to “press the but- 
ton,’’ man can do the rest. And, after all, man 
has more to do with the situation than ail 
other factors combined. Invincibility and de- 
termination of purpose on his part are half 
the record of success. Men fly to the side of 
such aspirit in emergencies of this kind as 
women seek the protecting arm of the strong 
and brave in times of danger; and under the 
inspiration of his prowess become active co- 
workers in the same cause. 

When Romulus declared that he would 
build a city a spontaneous determination 
crystallizedgin the hearts of all about him to 
assist in the undertaking except Remus, who 
doubtless was the progenitor of the modern 
day ‘‘kicker.’’ He jumped overthe walls of 
the new city inaspirit of derision, and, as 
good luck would have it, broke his leg. The 
halt in the gait of his species is therefore ex- 
plained. 

Aside from the fact that Romulus is not re- 
sorted to have staked off any gold and iron 

ds previous to his city building, Rome 
became quite a village. Indeed, it was the 
postoftice of Cwsarand Brutus, the audito- 
rium of Cicero and the site of the vatican, all 
of whom and which are occasionally referred 
to nowadays. Now,the difference between 
Rome and Tallapoosa isthat the latter not 
only had gold and iron beds to start with but 
mineral waters and the best variety of Georgia 
climate. Having these asa basis her found- 
ers proceeded to build a town. While this 
, interesting undertaking was getting under 
headway several Remuses appeared on the 
scene to try the vaulting pro- 
cess of their amiable forefather, and 
went away with bitterness in their hearts. 

A genius of the kind recently made his ap- 
pearance in Tallapoosa and afterwards turned 
up at Syracuse, N. Y., where, under the im- 
penetrable misnomer of ‘‘A Responsible Citi- 
zen,’’ he was reported by an envious newspa- 
per as saying that Tallapoosa was destitute of 
resources and advantages, either natural or ar- 
tificial.. This worthy was so narrow and con- 
tracted that he could see only ‘‘one store”’ out of 
forty-odd large business houses. Even the 
electric lights, fifty-two of which brightly 
illuminate the streets at night, and one of the 
finest and best equipped systems of water- 
worksin the state, escaped his observation 
The range of his vision would not permit him 
to select the nice dry sidewalks in every di- 
rection, and by his own humiliating admission 
he got stranded in the ‘mud Knee deep” in 
broad daylight. 

The Syracuse Standard was really cruel to 
permit its ‘‘responsible gentleman’”’ to come so 
far south without a guardian. He might 
have fallen in the iron furnace while here, and 
gone back toSyracuse as an ash pan in one of 
the Howe ventilating stoves. 

But such triflesaside. A careful investigation 
has convinced me that the industrial equipment 
of Tallapoosa is sufficient to make it a city of 
atleast seven thousand inhabitants in the near 
future. Enough plants are in operation, and 
enough pledged to be in operation within the 
next sixty days, tocreate an active demand 
for every well-located building lot bounded by 
the city limits. 

In Georgia, where the claims ofa town are 
measured by its cotton receipts, it is impossi- 
ble to grasp at once the possibilities afforded 
by manufacturing industries. There is no 
town in Georgia of Tallapoosa’s size that gets 
more than 20,000 bales of cotton. 
The average is less than that amount. It 
may also be safely said that in towns where 
there are no compresses, fully one-half 
of the cotton is shipped to non-resident factors 
and does not stop in the hoine towns at ali. 
But assuming that all of the receipts are sold 
at the home market and the cotton goes into 
the local channels of trade, say at $40 a bale: 
this is equivalent to 800,000, and doesn’t come 
in until near the end of the vear. Now, hereare 
eleven manufacturing plants in Tallapoosa 
which, when in full operation, will represent 
an investment of $1,132,000. Such of the 
stockholders as are concerned in the manage- 
ment of the plants, have expended consider- 
able money on comfortable homes. This 
gives the real estate agent a chance and helps 
toincrease the population and building in- 
terests of the town. ‘Their wants are supplied 
through the Jocal markets and almost overy 
department of businessis benefited by their 
presence. These same industries will employ, 
on a conservative calculation, 1,945 men, the 
familes of whom will average, say four per- 
sons, one less than the standard average. 
This will be 5,680 accessions, some of whom 
are already here at work in the mills. The 
families of these 1,945 men must each have a 
home, and their children must have school 
facilities. The real estate dealers furnish the 
former and the absolutely free school system 
of the city affords the latter. 

But here is where the merchant steps up for 
his share: These 1,945 skilled and unskilled 
wage-earners will receive in weekly and semi- 
weekly payments $779,800 per year for their 
work. This is about one hundred thousand dol- 
lars less than the cotton valuation amonrnts 
to, under its purposely, inflated value, 
butis distributed every week and fortnight 
through summer and winter. Is this not.a 
bonanza for the retail merchants? Then here 
is the value of the a:mual product of these di- 
versified industries to be added tothe general 
assets. This will aggregate on a reliable esti- 
mate, $1,845,000. This does not include the 
Poosa Manufacturing Company—a big con- 
cern employing possibly $30,000 and 
fifteen or twenty hands. Nor 
does the enumeration of hands and estimate of 
the wages item include the Tallapoosa luin- 
ber manufacturing and railroad plant: now 
being constructed by Messrs. Hitchcock, Crap 
and others. This mill will have capacity for 
90,000 feet of Jumber per day and will be 
supplied with raw material by a 
private railroad penetrating the heavy timber 
belt thirty miles south of Tallapoosa. Through 
this medium the Hitchcock Wagon, Buggy 
aud Carriage Company will supply not only 
their own works with pine and hard timber, 
but also asimilarinstitution at Courtland, New 
York. Mr. Madison Garretson, a railroad 
contractor of large experience, has the con- 
tract to build the road, the grading of which 
has already commenced. The mill machinery 
is now on its way to Tallapoosa. Mr. Garret- 
son says that the work will be pushed to the 
speediest possible completion. 

Owing to the general depression, some 
of the manufacturing plants in Talla- 
poosa’ are idie. Among these are the 
iron furnace, glass works and reciining chair 
factory. ‘The Howe Ventilating Stove works, 
the value of whose annua! product 
will amount to $300,000, ure run- 
ning, as.are also the ‘Tailapcoosa Foun- 
dry and Machine works, Tallapoosa 
Cabinet Company, Poosa Manufacturing 
Company, Tallapoosa ice factory and city bot- 
tling works, all of which are large industries. 
The Hitchcock Manufacturing Company, the 
Swift Powder Company and the Hayes chair 
factory will begin operations in thirty or sixty 
days, at which time itis believed that there 
will be ageneral blowing of whistles in the 
manufacturing district. 

The Tallapoosa hotel, where I am staying, 
bears evidence of a continuous large floating 
population. It is a most excellent hostelry and 
is juilof grestsallthe time. Mr. George HK. 
Leith, the genial proprietor, does not seem to 
be at all afraid of the $100,000 hotel overiouk- 
ing Lythia Springs Park, which is nearly com- 
pleted. He says there will be enough trade 
for all, andthis: is the sentiment of clever 
Ike Watson, who gracefully presides over the 
— Georgia Pacific. 

striking illustration of Tallapoosa’s 


growth is the remarkable success of the 


chants’ and Miners’ bank. This institution 
was incorporated December 4, 1890, and it has 
already paid three semi-annual dividends of 
5 per cent each, besides adding a Jarge surplus 
to its capital stock. President David Quack- 
enbush and Cashier J. W. Caseldine are 
financiers of marked ability, and 
the influence of their progressiveness 
has had inuch to do with the growth of Talla- 
sa. This city should be kindly cherished 
y Atlanta, for it contribates a large annual 
trade to thatcity. The Georgia Pacific road 
runs an accommodation train between here 
and Atlanta in addition to its regular 
daily passenger service, and the cars 
are always well filled with citizens 
of Tallapoosa; who are enabled by the 
convenient schedule to reach the city at 8 
o’clock in the morning and return home for 
supper. There should, however, be an early 
morning train in Atlanta so as to afford Talla- 
poosa better mail facilities. She deserves it. 
The local newspapers, The Journal and 
Dispatch, also show signs of prosperity. The 
Journal’s advertising columns took’ like a city 
dictionary, teeming asthey are with business 
notices. Editors Mathewsand Hall are able 
writers and their paper has a wide circula- 
tion.

There is no _ possible objection to a 
Cleveland Club in Atlanta or elsewhere.

Diversified and intensive farming, and 
many othér topics of material interest, will 
be discussed at this meeting, and we feel 
satisfied in advance that the outcome will be 
of great benefit to all. 

It is encouraging to see our railroads so 
willing to recognize and favor the society. 
The free passes issued to the members, both

going and returning, show a disposition on 


the part of our transportation lines to aid 
and stimulate progressive agriculture in a 
graceful, timely and serviceable manner.

DASHED TO DEATH. 


Alex Brown Met a Horrible Death in a 
Ranaway Accident. 


HIS SKULL I$ TERRIBLY CRUSHED, 


And His Body Badly Bruised and Lac- 
cérated by Being Dragged 
Some Distance. 


Alex Brown, a white man, met a terrible 
death in Atlanta last night. 

He was the victim of a runaway acci- 
dent, being-caught in the wheels of a 
wagon and dragged to death. 

The accident happened on Peachtree street 
about 8 o’clock. Brown was driviug a cart 
belonging to Mr. Joseph Thompson, on whose 
farm he had been emploved. 

At the junction of Broad stroet, the horse 
became frightened and began dashing up 
Peachtree. The driver tmred to check him, 
but as be arose reeled and was thrown 
partly out of the wagon, 

The animal dashed on all the faster. <As 
he fell, Brown was caught in the spokes of 
one of the front wheels. His left leg became 
entangled, and he was thrown with his head 
against the street. 

In this position the man was dragged along 
by the frightened horse, which dashed on at 
an increased rate. The foot of the unfortun- 
ate driver remained hanging in the spokes; 
his body was whirled around and around, 


while his head dragged over the rough, stony 
street. 


A number of people saw the runaway horse 


and his victim, but none were able to stop the 


animal until he had neared the junction of 
Cain street. Just in front of the executive 
mansion Olie Akril, a young boy, stepped in 
front of the team and succeeded in checking 
the horse. 

As quickly as possible Brown was extricated 
and medical aid summoned. Dr. Lawshe and 
Dr. Grandy responded, and they found the 
man in a dying condition, 

A large hole was found in the left side of 
his head, from which blood was pouring; his 
right arm and left leg were badly broken, and 
his left ear was torn completely off. 

The doctors saw at once that nothing could 
be done for the injured man. He was uncon- 
scious and it seemed wonderfal that his fearfal 
ride of nearly three blocks had not produced 
instant death. 

The city ambulance was sent for and Brown 
was removed tothe Providence infirmary. He 
was beyond all medical assistance and he died 
shortly after 10 o’clock. 

Brown was thirty-four years of age, and for 
the past six months had been employed on the 
farm of Mr. Joseph Thompson. He was on 
his way there last night when the fatal acci- 
dent occurred. He was an excellent hand and 
was a valuable workman. He was unmarried. 

The body was taken to Patterson’s under- 
taking establishment, to be prepared for 
burial.

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THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 9.—The stock market today 
was active, feverish and irregular, and trading was al- 
most entirely of a professional nature. There was 
manifested again a disposition on the part of the trad- 
ers to hammer the general list, and while prices were 
stimulated from time to time by covering of short con- 
tracts in different parts of the list, there was a steady 
pressure of = short stock for sale, which 
with free realizing by professionals on 
the late rise, kept prices down in _ every- 
thing, and inafew instances caused material losses. 
The Coal stocks still occupied the most prominent 
position in the market, but their preponderance was 
by nomeans s0 marked as yesterday,and Erie and 
Chicago Gas were the features of the day’s operations.

Delaware and Hudson sold up to 132, but lost all im- 
provement, and Jersey Central was weak throughout, 
selling down from 129‘, to 126';. There wasa revival 
of the old rumors that the Chicago Gas people had 
made a deal with the Economic,which accomplished a 
substantial rise inthe former, but no confirmation 
was hadof thestory. The advance, however, served 
to rally the entire list, and Chicago Gas closed witha 
large portion of the gain. Other Industrials were 
speciaHy benefited by the spurt, and Sugar retained its 
advantage.

Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter. 
By private wire to A. P. Youngblood, 

NEW YORK, February 9.—Liverpool this morning 
again gave us very depressed reports, and the pros- 
pects for our market were not very encouraging. The 
opening, however, was decidedly steadier than had 
been anticipated; in fact, the price of cotton itself now 
seems to be more or less of a nattiral support, not- 
withstanding the tremendous movement which is now 
taking place. The figures for this week are something 
almost incredible, and the amount that will come into 
sight doubtless prove much larger than last year, and 
of course infinitely heavier than the year previous. 
As observed, values opened steadier than anticipated, 
and throughout the day have shown much stability. 
Europe has sold here as well as New Orleans. The 
buying, however, bas been good, and in a fair part for 
investment by local people. At severai times efforts 
were made to depress the market mainly with the ob- 
ject of buying, but in no case with any tangible result, 
and values arealmost up to last night’s figures. The 
near months have been a trifle easier, and the differ- 
ences are wider than they have been, which is an evi- 
dence of outside buying. Considerable July and An- 
gust and further out options haye been taken. There 
is absolutely nothing to be said in regard to the imme- 
diate future, for everything is in suspense, and hinges 
on the course of receipts. People here who have 
scouted the idea of 8,600,000 bales are now more or less 
inclined to look for a crop of these dimensions, but 
even with such a yield we consider values extremely 
low. The bureau is expected tomorrow, and many 
people claim that it will show very small stocks on the 
plantations. Of course nothing is known, and this is 
merely surmise, If the tenor of the report should be 
as expected it will have a bearing upon prices. 


Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Circular. 

NEW YORK, February 9.—Receipts at the ports to- 
day will probably be 49,000 bales, against 32,000 last 
week and 24,000 last year. It was not to be expected 
that the market could be sustained in the face of such 
an avalanche of cotton, and the surprise is, that not- 
withstanding great weakness in Liverpool, the New 
York market has yielded only an average of about 4 
points up to 1 o’clock today. In Liverpool by thesame 
hour futures were depressed, and 5-64d below lust even- 
ing’s prices. Here, the opening market on the near 
positions declined some 7 to 8 points, but as the call 
progressed, the execution of some large buying orders 
had asteadying effect, and before noon August can- 
tracts were selling within 1 point of yesterday’s ciose. 
Subsequently a reaction was established upon the news 
of heavy receipts at New Orleans.

Mississippi Negroes Are Lending Money 
in Georgia. 


GREAT VOLUME OF INSURANCE BUSINESS. 


X 
The Soldiers’ Pensions to Begin March Ist. 
The Railroad Tax Case Up Monday 
for Argument. 


A negro building and losn association is 
tending money from Natchez, Miss., to At- 
lanta. Yesterday morning a negro walked 
into the oftice of the secretary of state, planked 
down the £50 feg and filed the necessary cer- 
tificates for the Mississippi Co-operative Bene- 
fit Association. 

His nameis Louis J. Winston, and he says 
he has been lending money in Atlanta. The 
letter head of the association states that $40,- 
000 was loaned in the first twenty months and 
the association is now lending money at the 
rate of $3,000a month. The papers include a 
certificate from the Natchez Safe Deposit and 
Trust Company that the above association has 
on deposit with them 75 per cent of the securi- 
ties, that the amount exceeds $25,000. Win- 
ston is ‘chief manager,’’ and says his associa- 
tion lends money at 6 per cent and also takes 
savings from 5 cents up. 


The comptroller general’s oflice is receiv- 
ing reports from insurance companies, which 
are required to tile annual and semi-annual 
statements by the Istof March. If seml-an- 
nual statements are not tiled by that date, 
their licenses will be revoked. 

The business in Georgia is done by 107 com- 
panies, classified as follows:

The Late Dr. Louis M. Gillam. 


Itis with sincere regret thatthe writer feels 
called upon to pay a feeble tribute to the late Dr. 
Louis M. Gillam, whose death occurred on the 
2d day of February, 1892. 

Dr. Gillam was born in Newberry, S.C., on the 
20th of January, 1825, graduated atthe Jefferson 
Medical college, of Philadelphia, in 1850 and prac 
ticed medicine almost Uninterruptedly up to the 
year of 1583, when he discovered and put upon the 
market t’e well-known Botanic Blood Balm, which 
today is almosta household word all over the 
United States. In 1853 he married Miss Meredith, 
only daughter of Dr. William Meredith Moon, of 
Newberry, 8. C.,and his surviving children are 
Mrs. Juliette Harris, of Atlanta, Mrs. William 
Lbreoks, of Waco, Tex., Mrs. E. B. Pinson, of At- 
lanta, Mrs. James M. Perry, of Atlanta, Mrs, 
Whitfield, of Brunswick, and James 8. and Wiley 
8. Gillam, of Atlanta. 

His ancestors were Presbyterians and so was he, 
always true to his church and devoted to his re- 
ligion. His funeral was preached by Dr. Barrett, 
assisted by Rev. W. B. Mathis, at the First Pres- 
byterian church of Atlanta, whose eulogy upon 
his sterling worth was as beautifulas it was true. 
The pallbearers who solemnly bore his remains 
were Dr. C. KR. Divine, Dr. William Armstrong, 
Messrs. J. 5. Pinson, W. F. Phelps, Asa G. Cand- 
ler, John Brooks, G.T. Bedell and E. M. Chapman. 

It may be said of Dr. Gillam that he was on old 
School gentieinan, having that true spirit of 
gentility ana loftiness ot character which ever 
constitutes 4 true man. He was good to all, and 
his praises have been sounded all these years by 
hundreds for whom he practiced his chosen pro- 
fession without the hope of fee or reward. He 
was kind to his family, andinspired them with 
the uplifting power of prayer, and always 
counseled good deeds and upright action. No 
man stood higher among men than he for modesty 
with much learning and for that sterling worth 
which was around his conduct like the aroma from 
some sweet flower. Modest, unassuming, and yet 
dignified in his bearing, he was the peer of any in 
the profession he loved, and from his vast store of 
wisdom he often cheerfully gave forth for the 
asking. He was every way a model man, an 
aff ctionate husband, a kind father and an up- 
right citizen. 

But he has gone from us toa better world, and 
those he leaves behind are comforted with the full 
belief that be still lives in a brighter clime, where 
borrow isunknown. When his body was interred 
at Kingston, Ga., the villagers and their children, 
to whoin he was well known, assembled en masse 
to do him honor—thus exemplifying the ex- 
pression, “To live in the hearts of those we leave 
behind usis not todie.” Truly, he was a good 
Christian, and an upright citizen in every respect. 
rruly he is with those he loved, where his work on 
Partu surrounds biin with all that is beautiful and 
true, ang tra'y it may be said of him when earth’s 
bravuras shall pass from our views and we shall 
pass into the beautiful landon some summer’s 
day, we shall meet again. To die is but to sleep to 

awakened in a more beautiful and more endur- 
ing life, where we shall be with those we love, and 
where we shall lovingly and atiently wait for our 
loved ones to finish theirjtasks and join us on the 
beautiful shores. Such a meeting is a joy that 
earth cannvt give—itis the full outpourings of 
heaven’s bliss forall the surrows His children suf- 
fer here.
